Williams and Gore allege that "The New Jersey power structure 
must bear the responsibility for not coming up with positive 
results. Promises thus far have produced no jobs for Negroes 
and we want action. We have to our surprise,a most inspiring 
and compelling crusade moving for individual freedom for all ..men. 
We will demonstrate in a responsible restrained manner to 
acquire complete equality for men throughout the land. We will 
do it through sacrifice, determination and impressive precision, 
We say to them there is still time--while the essential dignity 
of the Negro minority remains uncurdled by the bitter wine of 
defeat and disappointment; now,while it can be still done 
practically by workings of our’ democratic process. Now,before 
default by our alibing politician and uncle Tom power seeking 
leaders rip our mending social fabric to shreds. Yes, now 
before the Rockwells, Malcom X's, Barnetts and Wallaces rule 
because of chinless leadership.. 
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In conclusion they said "The hard core of the Negro workers is 
impatient.
